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Cummings on the Bond Issue. 

Amos J. Cummings, of New York, who 
went down with the Tammany overthrow, 
is in the city. Mr. Cummings has been ap- 
pointed a gmbway commussioner of New 
York city at a salary of $5,000 per year, and 
has resigned his seat in congress and will 
at once enter upon the duties of his new 
posiuen. Mr. Cumimings is of the opinidén 
that there will be considerable agitation

THE LOTTERY BUSINESS ABROAD. 


A General Craze for “Bond Invest- 
ment” Frauds. 

Washington, November 28—The annual 
report of Judge John L. Thomas, assistant 
attorney general for the postoffice depart- 
ment, treats at some length of the enor- 
mous increase for the fiscal year ended 
June 30th in the number of companies en- 
gaged in conducting lotteries and fraudulent 
schemes. Against the concerns 223 ‘“‘fraud” 
orders were issued by the postmaster gener- 
al, prohibiting the delivery of registered 
packages and the payment of money or- 
ders to certain companies and parties 
named. 

On this subject Judge Thomas says: 

“The craze for taking chances in so- 


calied bond investment schemes in our coun- ) 


try in the past year has equaled, if it has 
not exceeded, the tulip mania of Holand 
and the infatuation created by the South 
sea bubble of John Law. These so-called 
bond investment schemes aré more danger- 
ous to society than avowed lvutteries, be- 
cause their lottery features afe strenuously 
denied and they are held out by théir 
promoters to the public as legitimate busi-- 
ness enterprises. 

“The war on lotteries in the United 
States-has had one marked effect, and that 
is to drive mento foreign shores and stim- 
ulate their establishment in other coun- 
tries. A very large business is done in our 
country by lotteries operated = avbroxd, 
chiefly in the countries of Continental Eu- 
rope, Mexico and Central America, by 
which large sums of money are lost to us 
Without the compensation derived from 
domestic lotteries of keeping all the money 
within our own borders. There is at pres- 
ent no adequate remedy of carrying the 
literature of these concerns in the national 
mails, nor need we hope for any until 
other nations take the same view of the 
Subject that we do. The lottery business 
conducted through express companies has 
increased enormously during the year in 
the direct ratio of the decrease of that bus- 
iness through the mails.” 

Mr. Thomas, therefore, recommends the 
enactment of iegislation that is now pend- 
ing before congress relative to this sub- 
ject. 


JUMPED FROM THE WINDOWS. 


They Could Have Walked Down but 
Became Panic Stricken, — 
Washington, November 28.—Between 10 
and 11 o’clock this morning a fire broke out 
in one of the disreputable houses on Thir- 
teenth street on the south side of Pennsy!l- 
Vania avenue, which occasioned considerable 
excitement and probable loss of Nfe. The 
flames originated in the ell of the building 
and quickly communicated with the front 
part, where all the inmates were sound 
asleep. The women became panic stricken 
at once. There was not one who could 
not have safely reached the ground by the 
stairs, but the same thought apparently 
came to all and all jumped trom the win- 
dows. Three were more or less injured, 
as follows: Beile Addison, skull ang collar 
bone fractured and back injured; Flora 
Preston, or Smith, back presumably broken; 
Minnie Moore, back injured. Of these the 
lirst is in a decidedly precarious condition 
and will probably die. The second ig se- 
riously hurt, while the last ig but slightly 

injured. .

It is need- 
less to show the fallacy of this contention, 
because it is readily seen that if a man may 
turn his private dweHing into a ten from 
Which he can sell liquor, or a depot from 
which to supply it, without the right to 
Search ahu seize it under warrant, the law 
would be a nullity.’’ 

Hie recommends state control cf ; olice in 
those cities and towns where there is’ the 
most difficulty in enforcing the law, «and 
thinks the governor should have power to 
suspend sheriffs and solicitors who fail to 
zealously enforce the law. 

As to Lynch Law. 

Of lynch law, he says: “The law’s delay 
has been a theme for the animadversions 
and anathemas of men from time imme- 
mcrial, and it appears to me that We have 
in South Carolina the best system of laws 
and rules of court to enable men to shirk 
the gallows that can possibly exist any- 
where. The consequence is the peopie have 
iost all patience and almost all faith in the 
aiministration of justice. This lamenta- 
ble und disgraceful condition is the direct 
and almost sole. cause for the prevailency 
of lynch law in our midst.” 

In closing his last message, the governor 
says thai he has charity for the ...any ene- 
mies known and unknown whom he has 
and who hate him; with love und .tratitude 
he returns the commission entrusted to 
him by the people proud that they are still 
his stanch supporter.

THIS: COUNTRY IS NOT SURPRISED 


It Bas- Been Expecting a Flurry,and for 
. Once Ie Not Unprepared tor 
| Bluffing or War. 


Washington, November 28.—It is under- 
stood that today’s dispatches from Ambas- 
sador Bayard show that behind Great Brit- 
ain’s refusal to approve the new Nicara- 
gan local government at Bluefields, the 
Ranishment of the British vice consul, E. 
DD. Haich, plays a somewhat prominent 
part. 

When Mosquito Indian rule was over- 
thrown for a second time by Nicaragua lasi 
August, the United States felt confident 
that full justice would be done to foreign 
property hoiders as soon as the impetuous 
ardor of the Nicaraguans had a chance to 
cool. In tHe earlier conflicts between the 
Nicaraguans and the Mosquitos (or those 
claiming to be Mosquitos) commencing in 
lebruary of the present year, Great Britain 
and the United States succeeded in prevent- 
ing excessive measures. It was while this 
country, with ingland, was restraining 
Nicaragua trat those inhabitants under the 
as ruler, over- 
threw the temporary Nicaraguan military 
rule. 

it so happened that just at this moment 
the Untied States, through its diplomatic 
channels. was recognizing the full sover- 
eignty of Nicewrazua over the Mosquito ter- 
ritory in terms more explicit than had hith- 
exto been used in negotiations based on the 
Cluyton-Bulwer treaty, and that Genera) 
itarrios had been received by England as a 
Ni@araguan envoy, largely upon United 
states -representations, to negotiate a con- 
Vention which would place Great Britain in 
am attitude similar to that of the United 
States. 

The Clarence Rebellion. 

Then Nicaragua undertook to crush out 
the latest Clarence rebellion by drastic 
measures. 

<larence and many of his supporters fled, 
wut others, including several Americans 
and Englishmen, remained at Bluefticids and 
were taken under arrest to the capita!, 
Managua, where a decree was issued ban- 
ighing them from .the country. . While the 
legality of this action under Nicaragua’s 
constitution was never impeached, the 
United States regretted the proceeding, as 
it was clearly calculated to embarrass the 
negotiations which would practically abro- 

e the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
 Ameng-the prisopers banished. was the. 
» British vice cousul ai. Bluefields, Edwin D. 
Hatch, who, however, had not been recog- 
nized by Nicaragua, and J. S. Lampton and 
Kk. D. Wiltbank, American planters. These 
three Men were active participants in the 
Clarence rebellion. Lampton and Wiltbank 
Wire stulLsequently pardoned and permittexu 
to return, to Bluefietés. 

Mr. Gosling’s Demands. 

It is understood that the Nicaraguans 
have been unaffected by the repeated and 
persistent demands of Mr. Gosling, the 
British minister, to extend a Similar par- 
don to Mr. Hatch, and that this is one of 
the real causes of Great Britain’s present 
attitude. Mr. Hatch owned property at 
Bluefields, which was confiscated. The 
question of the right of Nicaragua to re- 
fuse to recognize Mr. Hatch as a British 
consular official is also said to be involved. 
For several weeks officials of the state de- 
partment have been aware of the serious 
turn the Hatch affair had taken, and it is 
known that Minister Baker was under in- 
structions to exercise his good offices in in- 
ducing the government at Managua to re- 
cede from its position and to restore Mr. 
Hatch’s belongings, and to extend to him 
recognition as vice consul, with the assur- 
ance that the United States would use 
every proper effort to prevent any future 
Successful resistance to Nicaraguan sov- 
ereignty at Bluefields, Great Britain, mcan- 
while, to give an implied guarantee that 
Mr. Hatch would not be active in further 
conspiracies to resture the rule of young 
Clarence. The United States could weil 
undertake this responsibility on aceount of 
the interest she had to take in securing the 
successful accomplishment of General Bar- 
rios’s mission in England, which could not 
fail to result in giving the United States 
an incontestable title to any inter-oceaniv 
canal that might be built over the Lake 
sviCadragua route, 

Demands Pardon for Americans. 

[t is probable that with the appearance 
of the Columbia and the British warships 
at Blueflelds the Nicaraguan government 
will be impressed with the advantages that 
would accrue from implicitly following Sec- 
retary Gresnam’s advice and that Mr. 
Hatch will be promptly included in the 
terms of amnesty which were granted to 
Lampton and Wiltbank. Those Ameri“ais, 
it is known were pardoned only at the per- 
emptory instance of Secretary Gresham. 
who demanded that the summary proceed. 
ings which characterized their arrest and 
banishment should be followed by a fair 
trial, and what had been done without due 
process of law should be accomplished in 
a deliberate, legal way. The request thai 
similar justice be done in the case of Mr. 
Hatch, it is understood, was ignored by Nic- 
aragua, and Great Britain has. resented 
the apparent discrimination. Secretary 
Gresham is confident that serious trouble 
will be avoided. 

Nevertheless the United States has been 
preparing for emergencies. It is stated that 
Admiral Walker, since his return from Ha- 
wai, has been constantly engaged for the 
past two months in familiarizing himself 
with the Central American question. It.is 
said that he has planned, in case of emer- 
gency, of course, a scheme of operations at 
the eastern entrance of the proposed Nic- 
araguan canal and our gulf ports as 4 
basis, and further has arranged a pro- 
gramme for the movement of the Pacific 
squadron, with the new cruiser Olympia as 
flagship and the Philadeiphia, Bennington, 
Boston, Newark and the old cruisers Ma- 
rion, Adams, Alert and Bangor as con- 
sorts. ; 

Naval Ships Ordered to Nicaragua. 

It is the intention of the navy to send the 
Bennington to the west coast of Nicaragua 
in a few days. No other vessels will prob- 
ably be sent south, either on the Atlantic 
ior Pacific «woast immediately, although 
every available vesse) will be,neld in readi- 
ness to proceed to sea promptly upon the 
receipt of telegraphic’ orders. 

The British North Atlantic ‘fleet consists 
of ten vessels, the Blake, Buzzard, Canada, 
Cleopatra, Magicienne, Partridge, Pelican, 
Mohawk, Tartar and Tourmaline. Of these 
the Blake, which is the only @ne of consid- 
erable fighting power, at last accounts was 
at Halifax with several other vessels of the 
fleet. .

WANTED FOR FORGERY. 


A Son-in-Law of Chief Justice Fuller 
Wanted in Chicago. 

Chicago, November 28.—A warrant was is- 
sued by Justice Foster for the arrest of 
James Matthew Aubrey, the youth who, 
about five years ago, eloped with the 
daughter of Chief Justice Fuller. 

The specific charge on which the arrest is 
ordered was for forging the name of Mel- 
ville W. Fuller to a check for $0 on ‘the At- 
las National bank, but it is known that 
there are other forgeries of the cheif jus- 
tice’s name charged against the young man 
amounting in the aggregate to about 33800. 

The present warrant is issued on the com- 
plaint of Arthur E. Greene, bookkeeper for 
the Central Stock and Grain Company. 

About five years ago, J. “‘Mat’’ Aubrey 
created one of the biggest sensations of the 
day by eloping to Milwaukee with the 
daughter of Chief Justice Fuller and marry- 
ing her. 

The’ couple did not live happily together 
for any great length of time. During the 
past two years they have been living en- 
tirely apart, and the wife recently instituted 
proceedings for an absolute divorce. 


DOUBLES THE VALUE OF MONEY, 


And the Bimetallists Call for HReforus. 
Resolutions Passed. 

St. Louis, Mo., November 28.—At today’s 
session of the bimetallic league the follow- 
ing preamble and resolution was adopted: 

‘“‘Whereas, it is an indisputabie fact that 
the monetary revolution inaugurated in 
1873, by changing the money standard from 
gold and silver to goid alone, has resulted 
in twenty years, in doubling the value of 
‘money and reducing the general level of 
prices 50 per cent, Therefore, this confer- 
ence calls upon the advocates of monetary 
reform everywhere to make monetary re- 
form the paramount issue, and to vote for 
no candidate who is not in favor of the 
free coinage of both gold and silver at the 
ration of 16 tol, as it existed in this coun- 
try from the foundation of the government, 
and for indefinite ages throughout the civil- 
ized world until 1873. 

‘Americans must act for America, in- 
dependently of what other nations may do 
or may not do; and to tais end we urge 
the organization of siiver leagues through- 
out the entire country, the members of 
which shall pledge themselves to do all 
in their power to. carry out these princi- 
ples;:and that the mining anu ugricultural 
states. unite in close compact and subordin- 
ating all other issues and all party con- 
siderations, to this one purpose, work tor 
gether to secure this all-important reform. 
’*Resolved, That a. committee; of five’ be 
eppointed to take this movement in charge, 
with,.power to call a convention when the 
time has come for further action. 

The gold standard cannot be maintained 
by issuing bonds and borrowing gold, and 
we denounce the issue of bonds in times 
of peace as not only without authority of 
law, but utterly indefensible as public pol- 
icy; and we shall call upon’ congress to im- 
mediately put a stop:to this lawless and 
reckless use of the public credit. What 
is needed now is more standard money to 
pay debts and taxes with, and nut more 
promises to pay gold. 

‘‘We denounce, also, the propegsed policy 
of delegating to banking institutions or- 
ganized for private gain the right to issue 
and regulate the paper currency of the 
country, a sovereign power which the gen- 
eral government alone should exercise.” 


STORMING THE FORTS, 


Japs Rain Shot and Shell on the Chi- 
nese Entrenchments. 

London, November 28.—The Tokio corre- 
spondent of the Central News Company 
telegraphs: 

“The Japanese have found at Pert Arthur 
2 chart which has enabled them to locate 
exactly and control all the mires in the 
harbor. 

“On November 20th, previous to the storm- 
ing of the forts, the Japanese placed one 
hundred siege and field guns in well chosen 
positions and rained shot and sheil upon 
the Chinese entrenchments. This  om- 
gardment made possible the rapid success 
of the assault. 

“There was an engagement near Mo-tien- 
Ling on the 25th. The Corean troops tried 
to break the Japanese right flank, but were 
repulsed. The Japanese loss was forty- 
eight killed and wounded.”’ 

From Tien-Tsin the Central News Com- 
pany hears that Li Hung Chang has gone to 
Pao-Ting-Foo, his usual winter residence 
and the seat of the provincial government. 
His departure has riven rise to many false 
tumors to the 2ffect that he had been de- 
graded again. The viceroy’s friends say 
that the time is near when he will be sum- 
moned to Peking to save the country by 
tis statesmansrhip.

They further complain that he had 
received a fee of $3,000 from them, but tratt-

$25,000 in behalf of a third party, represent- 
ing the trust company, but fraudulently

Plaintiffs allege that their confidence in 
Judge Sheperd kept them. from bidding at 
the sale, and that his perndy wrecked the 
company, which has hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in mineral anu coal lands in East 
Tennessee.

THE PRICE ADVANCED. 


The Stewart Syndicate Will Make 
Quite a Sum Out of the Bond Issue. 
New York, November 28.—The demand for 

the bonds held by the Stewart syndicate con- 

tinues unabated. The first $5,000,000 offered 
was taken and the price was advanced to 

11914, and before the close of business today 

the bulk of the second $5,000,000 bad been 

sold, so that price will probably be ad- 

vancéd next Friday to 120. 

It was stated at the subtreasury at noon 


today that the total receipts of gold on ac- 


count of the bond sale up to the hour named 
had ‘reached’ a total of $40,000,000. Yester- 
day’s receipts at the subtreasury footed up 
to the enormous sum of $32,118,897. At this 
rate the government gold reserve ought to 
cross the hundred million mark today. 

Officials at the local subtreasury do not 
expect that today’s receipts will reach 
yesterday’s large total, but, nevertheless, 
the total will be very heavy. 

Later—At 3 o’clock, the amount of gold 
which the bond syndicate has paid into the 
subtreasury was Officially stated to be 
$43,912, 488. 

There was $8,406,027.45 gold deposited to- 
day, an accurate account of the gold de- 
posited up to last night disclosing that 
over $40,000,000 had been deposited instead of 
$28,000,000, as was roughly estimated. 

When all of these deposits are finally 
figured in the treasury statement it will 
be found that the $100,000,000 has again 


been reached. 
The Hond Syndicate Smiling. 


Meantime the members of :he bond syrdi- 
cate are themselves astonished at the ease 
with which the bonds are being sold. At 
the close of business the agents of the syn- 
dicate had sold nearly $10,000,000 bonds. 
According to announcement after the first 
$5,000,000 had been sold, the price was to be 
advanced % to 119%. But the different 
agents had made so many contracts at the 
same time that orders had been taken for 
about $7,000,000 at 11914 before it was discov- 
ered that the $5,000,000 had been passed.

IT HAD A CONTRACT WITH THE CITY 


A Farmer Is Beld Up. Ttrrea‘ened with 
His Own Ei e, ani Robbed of 
$150 in «‘asb. 


One of the most exciting contests of a 
local nature Columbus has ever experienced 
is now being waged over the waterworks 
bond issue. 

A short time ago the city council passed 

an ordinance authorizing the issuance of 
$350,000 worth of bonds with which to build 
a new system of waterworks. 
Thel aw also requires that such ordinances 
shall be ratified by a vote of the pecple. 
The law alsore quires that such ordinances 
shall receive two-thirds of the registered 
votes. The success of the bonds would be a 
serious blow to the Columbus Waterworks 
Company, which has been furnishing this 
‘city with water for the past fifteen years. 
Hence the issue is meeting with strong op- 
position from this source. It is claimed by 
the advocates of bonds that the present 
company has failed to comply with its con- 
tract with the city, and that its capacity 
is insuffjgient to afford the necessary fire 
protection. 

Now it is proposed that the city build a 
system of waterworks of her own which 
shall furnish an abundant supply for pri- 
vate use and afford ample pressure in case 
of fires. 

On theo ther hand, the waterworks com- 
pany contend that they have complied with 
their contract with the city, and that they 
are waiting to increase the capacity of 
their plant when assured of a reasonable 
remuneration from the city. Most of the 
largest property owners of the city are in 
favor of bonds, and meetings pro and con 
are held in various parts of town almost 
every night. . 

The election takes place on December 8th. 

A highway robbery occurred about a mile 
west of this city this afternoon. Peter 
Wells, a well-to-do colored farmer from 
Harris county, was decoyed across the riv- 
er by a strange negro, and when a short 
way out from Phenix City, was relieved 
of $150, a gold watch and chain and other 
articles of less value. Wells was persuaded 
to go over the river under the pretense 
that there were some cows out there for 
sale very cheap. On the way Wells’s com- 
panion borrowed the farmer’s knife. As 
soon as the negro received the weapon he 
opened it and ordered Wells to give up his 
money and watch or receive tne conse- 
quences. Wells obeyed the command-very 
promptly and returned to the city and 
reported the matter to the authorities. In 
the meantime the robber fled and is. still 
at large. 


VENABLE’S BILL

“It is on my line exactly,” said Senator 
Venable. ‘‘As it is the fire insurance men 
add to the taxable exactions of the state, 
all because of the laws which make the 
companies now in the field a close corpora- 
ticn. They collect the burdens placed upon 
them out of the people. The sfate first col- 
lects its ad valorem tax, and then the fire 
comnanies add enough to their premiums 
to make up for the profits which close cor- 
pcrations always claim. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars are taken out of the peo- 
ple’s pockets annuallv to maintain the ex- 
clucive charectere of the favored companies

The views so emphatically. expressed by 
Comptroller General Wright, that he re- 
garded the present deposit law as unconsti- 
tutional, created general surprise. 
The opinions generally expressed were 
that since the law in force is of doubtful 
legality, and since things have changed go 
materially from the time when it was en- 
acted, that now would be a good time tv 
wipe it all out, and to have’ free trade in 
irsurance. The state has the clear right to 
see to it that companies doing business are 
colvent. That fact ascertained, the people 
have sense ard discretion cnough to attend 
tc. their own business, without any paternal 
care-taking by the state.

MACHINE SHOPS ARE FAIRLY ALIVE 


No Danger of Disruptionin the Southern 
Pass-nger Association—Soutbern Rail- 
road Proj cts Indicate Better Times. 


Captain W. H. Green, general manager 
of the eastern system of the Southern -rail- 
way, announces that the cars are being 
painted and the lettering changed as rap- 
idly as it is possible for the men in the re- 
pair shops to turn them out. 

In Atlanta the engines that run on the 
eastern system have all been changed and 
tovched up with new lettering, being now 
stamped “Southern,” instead of “R. & D.,’’ 
as heretofore. 

The cars and engines of the western sys- 
tem have not as yet been changed, but 
they will be soon. They are still lettered 
“East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia.’ 

The changing of the name of the compa- 
nies has caused a great deal of labor to be 
given unemployed men in this one way 
alone. 

There has been a great deal of extra 
work done in the machine and repair shops 
of tne Soufhern lately and the hands are 
uil doing regular service now. 

Anothe~ benefit resulting from the change 
in this particular is that the trains. that 
run over the lines owned by the new com- 
pany have new and bright looking cars and 
engines. There are more  new-looking 
trains running into Atlanta every day now 
than ever before. It causes the union pas- 
senger depot to present a much more at- 
tractive appearance. It shows the South- 
ern off in bright: colors and makes every 
tourist and passenger feel ccm‘ertable and 
ac ease when he takes his seat in one of 
the cars. 

The wonder has been that the work has 
been so lomg delayed on the western sys- 
tem of the Southern. 

The Western Passenger Associ{ation. 

Chicago, November 28.—Tomorrow the 
Western Passenger Association will pass 
out of existence. Today its chairman, B. 
D. Caldwell, resigned. His resignation was 
accepted, and a resolution passed declaring 
the assoc‘aticn to be at an end November 
s0th was adopted. Afterwards another res- 
olution wea passed retaining the chairman 
and his staff until it shall be known what 
is the date of an alliance now in contem- 
Diation. In case a. new association is 
formed comprising the western and trans- 
continental lines, Chairman Caldwell will 
undoubtedly be chosen to conduct its af- 
fairs. 

The committee on -reorganizution pre- 
sented its report fOday, but no binding ac- 
tion was taken in regard to it. The re- 
port recommends the organization of a sin- 
gle association to have charge of the en- 
tire territory west of the Mississippi river, 
north and south. 


The Passenger Association. 


The recent determination on the part of 
several of the leading lines in the western 
region of the Southern Passenger Asso- 
ciation to withdraw from the association 
has caused a great deal of agitation among 
the prominent passenger agents of this 
section. 

It is not generally believed that any par- 

ticular trouble will ever come of the an- 
nouncements of the roads to withdraw, for 
the reason that the other members all 
seem to think that the grieVances of the 
road that are at outs with the association 
can be easily adjusted before the time 
for them to make good their threats to pull 
out of the organization. 
- There is a rule of the Southern Passén- 
ger Association which requires that there 
be six months’ notice before any member 
of the association can withdraw. In this 
way the Queen and Crescent, the Louisville 
and Nashville, the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis and the Memphis and 
Charleston, all of which have lately given 
notice that they intend. to withdraw from 
the association, cannot put their purpose 
in operation for several months to come, 
and, while there is a considerable concern 
felt about the affair, it is believed by con- 
servative members of the association that 
all the trouble may be settled before the 
roads actually go out of the organization. 

The Southern Passenger Association would 
not necessarily be broken to pieces with 
the withdrawal of these roads. While it 
is true that the lines that have given no- 
tice of withdrawal are among the principal 
roads in this section of the south, it is still 
true that the association can get along 
without them. 

it is well known to the railroaders that 
the Southern Passenger Association did. not 
have these roads in its membership unti' 
one year ago. The association is greatly 
strengthened by the roads having lately 
come in, and will feel the loss of strength 
that will be dealt it when they withdraw— 
if it comes to a realization of their threats— 
but it does not necessarily mean that the 
organization will receive its deathblow by 
the. withdrawal of the Queen and Crescent, 
the Louisville and Nashville, the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis and the Mem- 
phis and Charleston. 

In any case, there seems to be a growing 
opinion in the minds of the passenger 
managers on the inside of the whole affair 
to the effect that there will be a settle- 
ment of the differences that have causeil 
the split long before the time comes for 
the withdrawal of the roads to take effect. 


New Railroad Projects. 

It begins to appear that the railroad 
building boom that struck the south a few 
years ago is going to be started up again 
within the near future. 

Already there are three considerable lines 
planned in this immediate section of the 
south, and they are going to be pushed 
through to a speedy completion. . 

One of these, and the one which will 
mean most to Atlanta, is the road from 
Atlanta to Florida by way of Columbus, 
which is to be built under the auspices 
and through the instrumentality of the 
Chattahoochee Brick Company, which owns 
a great many railway interests in the roads 
that already make a partial line from 
Atlanta to Florida by this route. The plan 
has already been told in The Constitution. 
It is to extend the Georgia Midland and 
Gulf from McDonough to Atlanta, using 
the road as a link to Columbus. From 
Columbus to Albany, the Columbus South- 
ern will be used, this being the property of 
the company that is behind the scheme. 
From Albany to Jacksonville, there will be 
an entirely new line built as the final link 
in the system, thus forming the through 
line from Atlanta to Florida. 

Another new road is to be that formed 
by the East and West, and its extension 
that will be built to Athens or Elberton, 
or some other point on the Seaboard Air- 
Line for an eastern connection. 

Still another will be the road from Au- 
gusta to Charleston, built by the Louis- 
ville and Nashville, the survey having been 
made.

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“ROR THE FARMERS. — 
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An Important Report from the House 
Agricolturat Committee. 


HOW RELIEVE THE PRESENT CONDITION 


(Chairman Brown and Gis Committee Give 
Their Ideas on the Subject—The Re- 
port Is Worth Keading. 


How can the farmers of Georgia . better 
their present condition? 

How can they secure a better crop price 
for their cotton crop and how utilize the 
resources which are at their hands to the 
best advantage? 

The house committee on general agri- 
culture has been discussing these questions, 
which came to them through the introduc- 
tion of a series of resolutions or rather of 
a memorial in that shape which came from 
certain farmers of Putnam county. 

Chairman Brown, ot the committee, 
yesterday submitted the report, which was 
in the nature’ of a substitute set of résolu- 
tions and which will be found of interest, 
not only to the farmers of Georgia and 
of the other states of the south, but to 
the merchants, the business men, in fact 
everybody. 

The resolutions were drawn by Chairman 
Brown, who is one of Pulaski’s represen- 
tatives and one of the most successful 
farmers of Géorgia. They contain his 
ideas and those of other members of the 
committee and are wurthy of serioug con- 
sideration by the people of the state. 


The report of the committee is as fol- 
lows: 
The Committee's Resolutions. 


Reorganizing and deploring the depressed 
condition of agriculture in this state, and 
desirous of alieviating the same, we offer 
the following remedy as the sense of this 
committee: 

We will waste no time in discussing the 
cause. ‘The disease is upon -us, being felt 
in every tarmhouse in Georgia, scon to 
reach the center of every town. Our ex- 
pense account has been greater than our 
incornme. We must cut down’ expenses or 
increase thesrevenue, or meet bankruptcy 
Surely and swittiy. Looking to cotton as 
our source of revenue, it is impossibie to 
increase the income by increased }1oduc- 
tion, when a big crop will bring less than a 
small one. Therefore we would advise the 
sowing of oats, wheat and rye, in abund- 
ance, at least ten acres to the plow, be- 
fore Christmas, if possible, if not the first 
thing in January. Prepare well and sow 
on good land, with a view to pasturing the 
Same or of cutting hay after removing 
grain.. Then prepare three-fourths of your 
jand for corn, groundpeas and fieldpeas} 
Keep cotton seed and manure corn. it will 
not pay to seil them at present prices. 
Plant vegetables, sugarcane, potatoes, etc. 
Do not plant over ten acres of cotton to 
the plow. 

Do not use any 
clean out the fence corners; haul iitter in 
cow lots and horse lots; etc. We have used 
306,000 tons of guano this year, costing about 


$6,000,000, taking one-third of the cotton 
crop of the state to pay for it. We recog- 


nize that it will increase the crop, but 
abundance now means poverty to the pro- 
ducer. Why we can’t understand, we sim- 
ply deal with facts. At a fixed price of 
8 cents we would advise the use of guano, 
but when increased production reduces the 
price to 5 cents, then it is suicidal to use 
| ee 4 all cotton-growing states would 
unite with us (and we hereby implore them) 
and refuse to use guano next year, we 
would reduce the cropin our judgmert from 
nine to six million bales, and obtain more 
for six millions than for nine million bales, 
besides saving the guano bill. It is not 
profitable to buy guano and pay for it with 
5-cent cotton even with a good crop; with 
a poor crop it would simply mean destruc- 
tion. Buy no wagons, no buggies, no mules, 
nor horses unless you are out of debt and 
can pay cash; economize in every way. 

The above plan will bring more hogs, 
more beef, more milk and butter, more 
chickens and eggs, more colts; would re- 
quire less labor, less expense, less anxiety, 
less risk. It will bring more money, pay 
back debts, bring peace, continuous prosper- 
ity and independence to the farmers of 
Georgia and the south. 

We would ask our fellow citizens of every 
calling to aid us in our honest efforts for 
relief. We would ask merchants and bank- 
ers to be as lenient as possihbie. The cotton 
has come and gone, the bales were there 
but the price was lacking, though through 
no fault of merchant or farmer, we there- 
fore would counsel forbearance from cred- 
itor to debtor, for the farmers of Georgia 
are an honest debt-paying people, and 
while many are now unable to pay, it is not 
due to a lack of disposition. We would ask 
our towns people to buy all their supplies 
possible from their customers. In many 
sections we have bread, meat, beef, lard, 
corn, hay and provisions of all kinds— 
enough for country and town—and we 
would ask our merchants to encourage far- 
mers to produce these things by buying 
from them instead of importing the same. 
In other words let our people have amongst 
themselves as much as possible. We have 
made the money but sent it away from 
home, never to return until We change our 
methods. 

On this line we would say that our cot- 
ton should be spun at home. Wur wagons 
made, buggies, shoes, furniture, etc., so 
that money produced in Georgia would stay 
in Georgia. We would also advocate any 
poicy on the part of our state that would 
lend to the upbuilding and support of fac- 
tories of all kinds in our midst. Their ¢m- 
ployes wouid furnish consumers’of our pro- 
ducts and add value to every acre of farm 
land in Georgia. We believe that packing 
houses established in our largest cities 
would pay. Let them be established and 
we will furnish the beef and pork. 

By following the above suggestions we 
believe that we can escape from the slough 
of despond and the clutches of poverty, 
and ere long stand upon the high ground 
of contentment and prosperity. 

In the meantime we would counsel n3tience. 
Let us not become desperate, ‘‘for whom tha 
gods wish to destroy they first make mad.” 

Our country is peculiarly adapted to di- 
versified agriculture, unexcelled in the va- 
riety of its products or the perfection of 
their growth. We have water powers and 
raw materials. Our climate invites all who 
would do field or factory work. The oppor- 
tunities are with us, and it is with us as to 
whether we use them or not. We think we 
are on the right direction with our Techno- 
logical schools, our common schools and 
colleges. Our towns will yet hum with 
machinery under the direction of vur own 
boys, and the earth will yield forth its 
more abundant fruit to the more enlight- 
ened touch of the husbandman. - 

We have an abiding faith in the possibil- 
ities and the future development of our 
country. We would hasten the day when 
contentment would prevail in the hearts 
and prosperity would reign in the houses 
of our people. Let us, therefore, to the work 
like men, believing in the resources at our 
command and an abiding faith 
in the wisdom and _é =justice an 
all-wise God. 

In order to carry these ideas into execu- 
tion,and have them disseminated among 
the people, we ask every paper, “aliy and 
weekly in the south, to publish them, and 
request’ that some patriotic citizen would 
call a mass meeting at every county seat, 
regardless of party or color, and acvccute 
the principles herein set forth.

Bills Introduced. 

. Senator Tatum introduced a bill to regu- 
late the sale of liquor in Georgia. The bill 
provides for the analysis and inspection of 
liquors offered for sale in Georgia. 

Mr. Cumming introduced a bill to allow 
the state librarian to appoint his assist- 
ant and remove him when necessary. 

Mr. Johnson—A bill to amend the act in- 
corporating the town of Statham. 

Mr. Monro—A bill to define the rights of 
landlords, and to vest all crops raised on 
rented lands in the landlord until all debts 
due by the tenant to landlords are paid; 
also a bill to amend section 2057 of the code 
relating tc usurious contracts. 

Mr. Sheppard—A_ bill to provide for re- 
cording chattel mortgages in a separate 
book. 

Mr. Wilson-—A bill to more fully secure 
fair and impartial jurors. The bill seeks 
to allow attorneys to ask other questions 
than now provided for on the voir dire, 
looking to the impartiality of the juror. 

The president appointed Mr. Cumming 
on the temperance committee in the place 
of Mr. Bion Williams. 

Senator Whitley was appointed as chair- 
man of the committee on enrollment, and 
a member of the committee on privileges 
of the floor, manufactures, public schools, 
and immigration and labor. 

Bills Passed. 

Two bills passed were introduced by Sen- 
ator Cumming. 

The first bill provides for the appoint- 
ment of auditors, prescmbes their duties, 
fixes their compensation, provides fur a 
method of making their reports and regu- 
lates the practice in cases where excep- 
tions are filed to their reports. The other 
is a bill to regulate the law of assignments 
for the benefit of. creditors, to fix the rights 
and duties of assignors, creditors and as- 
signees. It practically does away with the 
extravagant charges of receivers, and the 
creditors will get the money, instead of the 
receivers. 

The bill introduced by Senator Harris 
was passed to relieve the supreme court 
from writing out their opinion in certain 
cases, except when the case is reversed, 
when they will send with the remittitur the 
grounds of reversal. If affirmed they sim- 
ply announce their verdict. 

Hon. Troup Taylor, of Fulton, was au- 
thorized to make the indexes of the house 
and senate journais.

Two very important press associations 
meet in Atlanta today—the Southern As- 
sociated Press, composed of every lead- 
ing morning newspaper in the south, and 
the Afternoon Press Association, com- 
posed of the leading afternoon dailies of 
the south.

The New York Times, and all the or- 
gans that have aided the Stewart syndi- 
cate in whistling for a new bond issue, 
declare that the bond sale is a great suc- 
cess.

Run over the details of the transaction 
in your mind, and join us in paying trib- 
ute to the power and grit of the bankers 
who are the sole beneficiaries of this 
wonderful success.

This talk reached the newspaper cor- 
respondents in Washington, and they at 
once began to investigate the matter. 
They went to the treasury department. 
The high officials there, speaking for 
Mr. Carlisle declared that a new bond _is- 
gue wis not even contempated. Fora few 
days this was satisfactory. Then the 
rumors broke forth again in Wall street. 
This time it was stated that the presi- 
dent, after consultation with certain 
bank presidents, had decided to issue 
more. bonds. The amount was not 
stated. Some reports stated that the 
call would probably be for a hundred 
millions. This was the only doubtful 
point about the matter. Wall street 
was certain fhat a bond call would be 
made. 

Again the Washington correspondents, 
anxious to keep up their reputation as 
news-gatherers, called at the treasury 
flepartment for trustworthy information. 
And they thought they had received it. 
Mr. Carlisle and his assistants told them

Then it was that the readers of The 
Times were told by telegraph from 
Washington that there was nothing 
stratige in the fact that Mr. Carlisle de- 
nied all knowledge of the bond issue 
that had alréady been arranged with 
Mr. Stewarf—that his denial was per- 
fectly true—that Mr. Cleveland had 
made the arrangements without con- 
sulting with Mr. Carlisle, who was only 
a clerk and- whose sole business it was 
to carry out the Instructions of the pres- 
ident. 

The rest of the correspondents, fearing 
that they had been “scooped” by The 
Times, went again to the treasury de- 
partment and once more received official 
and explicit denials of a bond issue. 
Then the culmination came and Mr. Car- 
lisle was informed that a bond issue 
had been decided on. It was about this 
time that The Constitution advised the 
secretary to protest against the whole 
business by resigning. 

We repeat, therefore, that the bond is- 
sue has been a conspicuous success. The 
arrangement was successfully kept from 
Mr. Carlisle until the last moment. It 
was successfully advertised in Wall 
street, so as to enable the insiders to 
turn a nimble penny. The sale itself 
has been an amazing success.

Swift and Certain Justice. 

The trial and conviction of Adolphus 
Duncan, charged with rape, before 
Judge Richard H. Clark cannot fail 
to have a good effect, as the judge in- 
timated that he would sentence him to 
be hanged at the earliest day allow ed 
by law. 

This is just what is needed in all crim- 
inal cases—swift and certain justice, 
without any of the proverbial law’s de- 
lay. It is a well-known fact that our oc- 
casional lynchings, in the south and 
elsewhere, are caused by the impatience 
and distrust of the people, who fear that 
when they leave a ravisher or a mut- 
derer to the courts his case will be 
postponed until the death or absence of 
the state’s witnesses result in the fail- 
ure of justice. Then the people feel that 
a long delay makes the public and the 
prosecuting officers indifferent, and the 
defendant stands a better chance of be- 
ing acquitted on a technicality. 

But there is no danger of lynching 
when a eriminal speedily gets his just 
dues. The people of Fulton are per- 
fectly willing to leave Duncan to the 
officer whose legal duty it will be to 
hang him, and the general sentiment 
is that it will have a better effect every 
way to let the law take its course. The 
criminal classes are more afraid of the 
swift and orderly administration of jus- 
tice than they are of occasional and un- 
certain outbreaks of mob violence in the 
shape of lynch law. 

Fulton county has never had a lynch- 
ng, and never will have one so long 
our courts stick to their present busi- 
ness-like methods. Take the past month 
or two as a sample. In that period we 
do not believe that any other county in 
the state has ever made so ¢g a reec- 
ord in the matter of the swift adminis- 
tration of justice. Too much credit can- 
not be given Judge Richard Clark for 
bis firmness in bringing capital cases 
promptly to trial, and for his refusal to 
allow technicalities to delay the course 
of justice. Within the past few weeks 
four Capital cases have been tried be- 
fore him and three convictions have 
been made. In these cases motions for a 
continuance on the ground of the sick- 
ness or absence of somebody were made 
as usual, but as they did not appear to 
be very sound, the trials were ordered 
to proceed. 

Judge Clark’s love of justice, long ex- 
perience and thorough knowledge of the 
law make him a model judge, and even 
when the indignation of the 
community is at a white 
heat over such an _ 0Ooutrage, = for 
instance, as Duncan’s crime, no step is 
ever taken in the direction of lynch law, 
because the people feel assured’ that 
our courts will deal with the offender at 
the earliest possible moment. 

We tuke pleasure in recommending 
Judge Clark’s methods to other judges 
and communities. If adopted they will 
stop lynch law everywhere. 


Some Practical Suggestions. 

The resolutions reported to the house 
of representatives by the committee on 
general agriculture contain some sugges- 
tions which demand the attention of 
not only the farmers, but of all thinking 
men of the south. : : 

Hon. J. P. Brown, at the head of the 
committee, and one of the representa- 
tives of the county of Pulaski, is a man 
whose success as a farmer is of the most 
pronounced character, and his ideas on 
the matters treated of in the resolutions, 
of which he is the author, deserve, there 
fore, the most serious consideration. He 
knows whereof he speaks. Having made 
a thorough study of the conditions sur- 


‘rounding the Georgia farmer, he is con- 


vinced that a greater diversity of agri- 
culture, a consequent decided reduction 
in the cotton acreage and a development 


of the home market idea are the lines | 


| upon which the farmers anit ti Sveile 
of this state must work to bring about 
changes that will better the condition 
of affairs. 

The suggestions are certainly practical 
and the resolutions deserve careful con- 
sideration. 


Ballot Reform a Necessity. 

With the press and people of Georgia 
unanimously demanding ballot reform 
in a shape that will make it certain that 
every qualified voter will be able to vote 
once in an election and have his vote 
counted once, there is every reason to 
hope that some satisfactory election law 
will be passed at the present session 
of the legislature. 

But the days are slipping by rapidly. 
Already. about two-thirds of the working 
time of the session has been consumed, 
and no ballot reform measure has yet 
been passed. It would be very unfort- 
unate, and it would greatly disappoint 
our people, if the legislature should 
close its work without placing a fair 
election law on otir statute book. There is 
no good reason why we should not have 
the law ready to be put in operation 
when the county elections take place in 
January. 

There is another important reason for 
the speedy passage of this law. In the 
tenth district both congressional candi- 
dates agree that frauds were committed 
in the recent congressional election, and 
ohn that account Major Black has 
pledged himself to resign on the 4th of 
March and give the people another op- 
portunity to choose between Mr. Watson 
und himself. Both candidates have 
agreed to this because they regard it as 
a settled fact that by next March a new 
law will be in effect under, which fair 
elections and honest counts will be as- 
sured. 

It is unnecessary to dwell upon these 
points. The members of the general as- 
sembly know that their constituents are 
thoroughly in earnest in this movement, 
and they will need no urging to induce 
them to unite upon some plan that will 
accomplish the object sought. All that 
we desire to impress upon them is the 
fact that time is flying rapidly, and it is, 
therefore, important to attend to this 
business in the course of a few days. 
Let us have an election law that will 
place Georgia in the front ranks of the 
ballot reform states. 


Auother Object Lesson. 

The Stocxholder, of New York, has 
gathered together some very interesting 
fucts in regurd to the corn crop. 

In the west, Where the bulk of ithe corn 
for market is grown, the crop is so short 
that the effect is seen in the decreased 
earnings of the railoads. But the short 
crop sent the price up a little and gave 
the alleged “bimefallists” in this neigh- 
borhood an opportunity to claim that if 
the single gold standard depressed 
prices at all it ought to prevent a rise in 
the prices of corn; but, instead of this, 
they said, the price is rising. 

But now we come to the milk in the 
cocoanut—to the hominy in the pot, and 
big hominy, at that. The marketable 
corn crop is short, and the price is con- 
siderably higher than it would be other- 
Wise; but, in spite of this fact, if the 
south were to sell its corn crop at pres- 
ent prices it would receive more than 
forty millions less money for it than it 
would have received for its corn crop of

Baltimore project as it stands. 

It is doubtful if Mr. Horace White will 
venture to make any rejoinder to the ar- 
guments which Mr. St. John offers. If 
he does he will dispose of the whole by 
a stroke of the pen. He will say that 
Mr. St. John is not a “sound money” 
man. This is Mr. White’s last resort 
in a discussion.

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Football Statistics. 

The growing popularity of the English 
game of football in this country alarms 
some people, who regard it as a rough, 
brutal and dangerous game. 

It must be admitted that the oppo- 
nents of football present some very in- 
teresting statistics on their side of the 
question. Last year The London Lan- 
cet reported twenty persons killed and 
109 badly injured by this game in Great 
Britain. The nature of the injuries re- 
ceived in the 109 cases reported was gen- 
erally severe, if mot serious. Twenty 
players had their collar bones fractured, 
twenty-nine had their legs fractured, 
seven 
and several undescribed accidents were 
followed by death. The compiler of 
these facts says: 

In one case there was “‘severe contusion 


ation of the kidney. Acute peritonitis set 
in, followed by death.’’ In another there 


ft is fair to say that the bankers who 


was “rupture of@the intestine, followed by 
death the next day.” A third player was 
“kicked in the abdomen. Died the next 
day.” A fourth player was “injured in 
the abdomen and died the following week,” 
while a fifth “received injuries in the ab- 
omen :from which he a%ed.” Another 
“received injuries from which he died on 
the following day,’’ while a seventh “re- 
ceived severe internal injuries Thursday 
and died Saturday.”’ 

One “in a cotision reoeived injuries 
from which he died the next day.”” An- 
other ‘“‘collided with a player and received 
injuries from which he died on the fol- 
lowing day.’’ The only case in which the 
player himself and the ‘‘gentle’’ game, 
and not some crazy or brutal opponent, 
was responsible for the fatality was one 
where the player “in attempting what was 
called a ‘screw kick,’ gave himself a vio- 
lent twist, death ensuing shortly after- 
wards. A post mortem revealed that the 
intestines were twisted.’’ 

The injuries were produced in various 
ways—by being fallen upon in. “scrim- 
mages,’’ by blows, kicks and ¢ollisions.

10 OBSBRVE THE DAY 
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ON THE PLANTATION 


The Amusing Tralts of the Old 
Southern Darky. 


MR, MILLERS HIT LAST EVENING 


He Lectured at the Opera House for the 
Benefit ot the Confederate Vet- 
eran’s Association. 


The humor of the old southern darky was 
the subject of Mr. Polk Miller’s entertaining 
lecture at DeGive’s opera house last night, 
and for more than an hour it seemed as if 
the good old times had actually returned. 

Under the bewitching spell of the banjo 
and the qvaint ‘melodious songs of the plan- 
tation that were interspersed throughout 
the lecture, the recollections of the old 
south came trooping back and the laughter 
that greeted the funny jokes that were told 
at»the expense of the negro frequently jos- 
tled against a tear as more pathetic scenes 
were described. 

The lecture was a brilliant success, and 
the audience was delightfully entertained. 


It was delivered for the benefit of the Con- 


federate Veterans’ Association, and quite a 


large number of the old goldiers were pres- . 


ent. Many amusing stories were told by the 
lecturer concerning the traits and charac- 
teristics of the negro as developed by the 
war 

Mr. Miller is a native Virginian, and his 
voice is soft and musical—qualities that 
have always characterized the oratory of 
the Old Dominion. 

Seated on the stage with the distinguished 
speaker of the evening were Postmaster 
Amos Fox, Hon. W. A. Hemphill, Hon. 
Hamilton Douglas and Mr. Joseph Jacobs. 
The speaker was presented to the audience 
by ex-Mayor Hemphill. 

In his speech of presentation, which was 
brief, eloquent and to the point, Mr. Hemp- 
hill said: 

“I believe in improvement and progress, 
but I do not care to forget the old planta- 
tion. (Applause.) The happiest days of my 
life were spent in hunting and fishing on 
the old farm, and my companions on those 
expeditions were not always boys of my 
own color. Tonight there comes to me 
again the memory of those old days, and I 
verily believe the world has never seen a 
grander civilization. (Applause.) It gives 
me pleasure to present to you a gentleman 
who will speak to you of those old days and 
who will describe to you the old-time 
southern negro as he knew him in his boy- 
hood, Hon, Polk Miller, of Richmond, Va. 
(Applause.)”’ 

In beginning his lecture the speaker called 
attention to the fact that many in his au- 
dience were equally as familiar as himself 
with the typical ante-bellum negro. The 
times had changed since then, but he de- 
lighted to recall the scenes and incidents of 
the old southern plantation, which was a 
garden of Eden to both the white man and 
the black. (Applause.) 

‘I do not intend to discuss the question of 
Slavery,’’ said the speaker, “‘but to speak 
of the negro from the standpoint of one 
who grew up with him and who learned to 
know him and to love him. 

“The negro is fond of musical instruments 
and has a keen appreciation of musical 
sounds. The hanguage often imputed to 
him by those who are ignorant of the negro 
dialect does him a great injustice.’’ The 
speaker, in this connection, described the 
fondness of the negro for long words and 
gave a very funny anecdote illustrating this 
characteristic. 

“Songs do not originate with the negroes,”’ 
said he, “but are twisted from those they 
have heard.’’ As aspecimen of negro music 
he sang a spirited selection: 


“Oh, what kinder slipper do de angels 
wear?’ 
This was followed by a watermelon song, 
and both of them captured the audience. 
They were sung to the accompaniment of 
the banjo, and as the music was swept 
from the strings of the instrument the 
emotions of the audience were lifted to 
the highest pitch of enthusiasm. 

“The happiest creature in the world,” 
continued wr. Miller, ‘‘was the coon-hunt- 
ing negro, and the next happiest was the 
boy who went with him. Christmas was 
always a@ gay season on the plantation, 
and the negroes never failed to get up to 
tho house early on Christmas morning to 
catch the inmates’ ‘Christmas gift.’’’ He 
pictured in this conection the negro dance 
and described the old fiddle. It always 
required a week at least to observe Christ- 
mas before the war. The fidelity of the 
negro to his master was described in @ very 


impressive manner, and the ten- 
der relationship existing betwven 
the master and the slave On 


leaving for the army he parted with the 
staves on his father’s plantation, and he 
could never forget the separation. His oid 
black mammy told him if the yankees got 
after him to run home and not let ’em 
ketch him for the world. 

It was frequently necessary for the mas- 
ter to whip his slave, but the offense which 
called for the whipping was sufficient to 
send him to the penitentiary under the pres- 
ent law. 

The hospitality of the old southern homes 
was glowingly described. The conduct of 
the negroes during the war and the loyalty 
with which they adhered to the cause of 


‘thelr masters and continued to live with 


them after the war was also discussed. 
A number of anecdotes were told by the 
speaker, and several songs were inter- 
spersed. It was a delightful treat, and all 
who heard the lecture were highly enter- 
tained.

BOIFEUILLET’S FAIR MOUNTAIN MAIDEN 


Failed to Secure the Desired Reconsidera- 
tion for the Girls’ Normal and Indus- 
trial Schoo]—Story of the Day. 


The appropriation bill has passed the 
house and is now in the hands of the sen- 
ate. 

It was an all-day job for the members 
of the lower house—a day devoted to hard 
work, to oratory which brought out the 
powers of a number of the leading members, 
and to hard fights by the champiows of 
different features of the bill. . 

And it was a day of disappointments to 
many of these enthusiastic gentlemen. 

First the $2,000 appropriation to the Middle 
Georgia Military and Agricultural college, 
for which Mr. Hodges and some of his 
friends made such a strong fight, was 
turned down and the action of the commit- 
tee in refusing the appropriation was €n- 
dorsed. 

Then as to the Girls’ Normal and Indus- 
trial college, the effort of Mr. Boifeuillet 
to secure reconsideration of that paragraph 
so as to get in an appropriation of $25,000 
for the much needed dormitory, failed, de- 
spite the eloquence of the gentleman from 
Bibb and his beautiful picture of the gal- 
lant mountain maid of seventeen, who had 
worked her way through that institution. 
Mr. Boifeuillet Made a splendid fight for 
this appropriation; and while he was not 
defeated on the main question, the tem- 
per of the house seemed to be against him. 
At any rate the general appropriations bill 
went to the senate without containing this 
appropriation. Whether an effort will be 
made to get it through in a special bill or 
not will be determined later. 

Then the military. There were fireworks 
when that section was reached. Most of the 
morning and during practically all of the 
afternoon session, there was argument pro 
and con on the amendment of Mr. Hodges 
appropriating $20,000 for the encampment. 
A vote was not reached until late in the 


to the amendment. 
These Went Through All Right. 
The paragraphs which went through were 
those containing the following appropria-

For geological survey, $8,000. 

For the contingent fund, $10,000. The 
committee reported in favor of $15,000, but 
on motion of Mr. Branch, in the committee 
of the whole, this was reduced. 

State board of pharmacy, $100; contingent 
expeses railroad commissiyn, $800; contin- 
gent! expenses supreme court, $L.708; forthe 
printing fund, $15,000; for printing fund of 
railroad commission, $1,000; for the current 
expens®s of the various departments of 
state, including coal, wood, gas and furni- 
ture for the executive mansion, engineers, 
guards, and porters for the capitol, $18,000, 
2000 of which is to go to the Keeper of 
public buildings for salary; for expenses 
of officers in visiting convict camps, $1,500; 
for insurance public property, $8,000, 
of which is to go on the Dahlonega college; 
public library, $3,000; printing supreme court 
reports, $9,000; binding the journal, 500; 
salaries and expenses of lunatic asylum 
trustees, $2,500; trustees of the state peni- 
tentiary, $4 a day and railroad fare.

The Milledgeville Branch College. 

The first fight of the day was over the 
proposition to appropriate $2,000 to the 
branch college at Milledgeville. Mr. Wrigat 
spoke for the measure, Mr. Arnold and Mr. 
Dempsey against it and Mr. Reagan con- 
cluded the debate by urging that it be 
adopted. The amendment was lost, how- 
ever, by a vote of 102 to 42. 

The Girls’ School at Milledgeville. 

One of the events of the day was the 
effort of Mr. Boifeuillet to secure the adop- 
tion of an emendment appropriating $25,000 
for the erection of a new dormitory at the 
girls’ school at Milledgeville. 

Mr. Boifeuillet argued strongly for this 
measure, endeavoring first to secure a re- 
consideration of the paragraph already 
passed, which made the appropriation for 
the current expenses of the school. The 
chairman of the finance committee made 
the point that this appropriation should 
not be made a part of the general appro- 
priation bill. Mr. Boifeuiilet, however, 
took exception to this and to settle a point 
raised by Mr. Humphries, said that he 
would move that the paragraph which he 
wanted inserted be placed in the bill at 
the point which had been reached at 
this time. Mr. Bailey, who was 
in the chair, held that to get the matter 
properly before the house it would be nec- 
essary to reconsider the paragraph refer- 
ring to appropriations for that school. 

On Mr. Boifeuillet’s motion to reconsider 
there was a good deal of discussion, most 
of it by Mr. Boifeuillet, who made an elo- 
quent appeal to the legislature te grant 
this ge®eo? the extra dormitory room so 
much needed. As illustrative of the char- 
acter of the girls who are striving to fit 
themselves through this school for the 
practicalities of life, Mr. Boifeuillet told a 
story about a seventeen-year-old girl from 
one of the mountain counties who had, by 
working between the plow handles, secured 
the start necessary to put her in touch 
with the education so greatly desired. 

That is, he endeavored to tell the story. 

He had just begun when his time expired 
and somebody else was recognized. As 
goon as the other gentleman, Mr. Johnson, 
of Hall, had concluded Mr. Boifeuillet was 
recognized again and began again about 
that seventeen-year-old mountain maid. 

There were points of order raised in all 
parts of the hall, the general idea being 
that it was against the rules of the house 
or of the committee of the whole for a 
member to speak more than once, but Mr. 
Boifeuillet pulled the rules on his fellow 
members, and he was given the right to 
proceed. Again the” seventeen-year-old 
mountain maid, and by this time she had 
become quite an issue. The result was that 
it was some time before the gentleman 
from Bibb could proceed on account of the 
cheers for himself and for the young lady, 
but he did proceed and he made a good 
Bpeech.

The Granger Stocks, on Account of Antici- 
pated Poor Earnings, Were Raid- 
ed by th: Bears. 


New York, November 28.—The opening 
dealings at the stock exchange were char- 
acterized by a good deal of firmness, owing 
mainly to an advance of 1 per cent in 
Northwest to 9%. The rice in this stock 
Was attributed to purchases of about 10,000 
ehares for the account of a leading bear 
operator. The general list failed to sympa- 
thize to any extent. tmproving only ‘4s@ 
& per cent. This occasioned no little dis- 
appointment, especially as London came in 
as a. buyer and took several thousand 
shares of St. Paul and other stocks. The 
rise only seemed to serve to. stimulate 
those operating for a decline to renewed 
efforts, and in a short time the whole list 
developed weakness. The decline was 
gradual at first but became more apparent 
as the absence of support gathered force. 
The apprehension of a most unfavorable 
statement of earnings for October by the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, and the 
rise in exchange induced selling for both 
accounts, and the fact that the issue of 
the government loan has utterly failed to 
stimulate speculation also acted as a dam- 
per upon the market. Later in the day a 
rumor gained currency that the Sugar 
trust had ordered all the refineries in the 
combination closed and a sherp drive was 
‘made against that stock, which dropped 
from 89% to 86%. Officials stated after the 
close of business that the rumor was un- 
true and that the refineries would be 
closed only over the Thanksgiving holiday. 
After sugar the greatest declines were 1% 
in Delaware and Hudson to 25% ex-divi- 
dend, 1% in Lead to 38%, 1% in Northwest 
to 9744, 1% in Chicago Gas to 71%, 1% in 
St. Paul to 573%, 1 in Rock Island to 60%, 1% 
in Burlington to 695%, 1% in Lake Shore to 
133% and 2 in Michigan Central to 97. Final 
quotations showed a recovery of %& to 1 
per cent, the latter in Lead. Among the 
specialties Consolidated Gas advanced 214 
to 125 and Pittsburg and Western preferred 
4 to 30%, while American Tobacco broke 
2% to 9% and preferred 1 to 108. The mar- 
ket closed barely steady at the recovery 
already noted.

asmuch as profit to the banks is the most 
requisite of any creation of bank notes, it 
appears to be proposed seriously that. the 
United States shall abandon $10,300,000 of 
public profit on the United States guaranty 
of profits to banks on circulating bank 
notes. 

“But, as ‘an antidote for the silver crase’ 
and as a substitute for the ‘populist demand 
for money,’’’ said Mr. St. John, “‘the scheme 
is advocated as ‘sound finance.’ It is pro- 
posed, ‘one step at a time,’ to substitute 
the new bank notes for the $346,000,000 green- 
bac $151,000,000 treasury notes of 1890, 
and ,000,000 of silver coin and certificates. 
That fs, they propore to substitute bank 
promises of money for $947,000,000 of 
the money (primary and secondary money) 
which they promise. 

“The United States has experienced the 
banishment of both gold and silver money 
by redundant bank notes. It does not ap- 
pear how or wherein the proposed creation 
of bank notes is to entice gold into circu- 
lation. It is noteworthy, however. that 
the $947,000,000 of new bank notes, $207,000, 000 
of existing national bank notes and $1,700,- 
000,000 of deposits of national banks, pro- 
vided the ‘antidote’ fs swallowed, are to 
@epend for redemptions and liquidations 
upon our available supplies of gold. 

“On the bond issue experience of the 
week just closed, this echo of the argu- 
ment affirmative for this ‘plan’ of bank 
notes is nearer to the ‘sounding brass’ and 
‘tinkling cymbal’ than suggestive of the 
high-sounding, resounding sound of ‘sound 
finance.’

SAYS HE IS AN INNOCENT MAN 


Alex Carr Seems to Be Growing Worse Ev- 
ery Day-—A So:y About ‘iweive Spot 
and Its R.cent Occupants. 


Adolphus Duncan, who was convicted of 
having assaulted Mrs. M. C. Sanner, will be 
taken before Judge Richard Clark tomorrow 
morning and sentenced to hang. 

From the bench, on Thursday, Judge 
Clark anrounced that he would sentence 
Duncan to hang within the shortest time 
possible. This would piace the date of the 
hanging on January llth, which is the sec- 
ond Friday of that month. 

The capture of Duncan occurred within a 
few hours after the crime was committed, 


and one of the most damaging bits of evi- | 


dence against him was the fact that he fled 
and was shot by a brother of his victim. 
He was captured and denied the cr.me. Mrs. 
Sanner, however, identified him positively 
and told the sad story. He was convicted 
and his death on the gallows will end a 
miscreant’s life. 

What move his attorneys may make on 
the day he is sentenced is not known. He 
has two attorneys, one of them who ranks 
among the best in the éity—Mr. W. W. 

lark. Mr. Clark, with the assistance given 
him by his aide, fought the case over every 
inch of ground, and did al that was possi- 
ble to save his client’s neck. Mr. Clark 
could not be seen yesterday and as yet has 
given no intimation of any step he and the 
attorney assisting him may take. 

Adolphus Dunean personally appears to 
feel but little interest in his own welfare. 
He is a negro below the average in height 
and of an extremely brutal face. He is 
very black and has a heavy nose and ex- 
traordinarily thick lips. He denies the 
charge and still asserts his innocence, He 
declared yesterday that he knew nothing 
about the affair and had never seen Mrs. 
Sanner until he was brought before her to 
be identified. He says that he was on a 
street in a different portion of the city at 
the time the crime was committed. Dun- 
can was asked what he thought about his 
Chances to escape the rope. He replied: 

What the Negro Says. 

“I don’ know. If 1 gocs on the gallows I 
kin say yet 1 didn’t do it an’ wasn't no- 
wheres around there. Til always stick to 
what I say. r m innocent an’ never saw the 
lady before.’ 

There is very little expression about Dun- 
ean. when he talks and he appears to care 
as little about the outcome of his conviction 
as an outsider. He said that he didn’t know 
what his attorneys intended to do as they 
had not consulted ‘him, but that he was in- 
nocent. 

Carr Is Getting Worse. 

Alex Carr, who was ge ancy of the mur- 
der of Captain ‘H. O. King, s-ems to be 
growing worse each day. He lies on his 
bunk all day long, sometimes sleeping and 
sometimes simply staring in a blank and 
senseless way at the walk He is growins 
thinner and takes less nourishment each 
meal. 

If he is playing a role he is a master hand 
and is keeping it up at a marvelous rate. 
His brother says that he is growing worse 
and that he does not expect him to live. 
There was to have been a hearing of an ar- 
' gument for a new trial on Saturday, but it 
is not likely that it will occur. The mo- 
tion was made sometime ago, but was sé&t 
for December Ist. 

No Murderer in Twelve Spot. 

Will Myers, convicted of the murder of 
Forrest Crowley, and Herschel McDonald, 
found not guilty of murdering Mike [Fonta- 
no, for a long time occupied the ceil known 

as ‘12 spot.’’ They were in it together and 
wattinds friends. 

Myers is now in a different cell and Mc- 
Donald is no longer in jail. Instead, L. J. 
Laird, charged with . robbing postoffice 
funds,, is kept in the famous ‘12 spot.” 
Speaking of this, one of the prisoners is 
quoted as saying: ‘‘ Twelve spot’ broke even 
with Mac and Myers, and it’s a toss-up 
to see which way Laird will go.” 


NUT WORKING TODAY. 


The Machinery cof Justice Is Stopped 
in All the Courts. 

In the four ceurts today there will be no 
grind. of business, and for the day there will 
be no turning of the wheels which are re- 
puted to turn out justice slowly but surely. 
In fact, Judge Westmoreland adjourned 
court until Monday, 
Clark will transact no jury business until

Various Matters of Interest Attended to 
by the Executive Board Yester- 
day Morning. « 


A change of great importance in the 
management of the mineral exhibit to be 
made at the Atlanta exposition was made 
at the meeting of the executive board 
yesterday morning. 

The change insures the splendid success 
of the exhibit and means that the building 
will have to be enlarged to accommodate 
the exhibits that are certain to be made. 

Yesterday morning the question of the 
mineral exhibit was brought up before the 
board and Dr. Day, of the United States 
geological bureau and a member of the 
government commission, made the sugges- 
tion that the mineral and forestry ex- 
hibit be placed in the hands of the gov- 
ernment. He was of the opinion that in 
this way the best results could be secured. 
He pointed out the fact that the govern- 
ment had a very large staff engaged in 
work and superior facilities for carry- 
it on. It could be prosecuted with 
far greater advantage by the government 
than by any other agency. 

The suggestion met with the approval of 
the board. They saw the force of it, and by

a unanimous vote adopted the suggestion. 


Dr. Day will place the matter before the 
government board and it is almost certain 
to be adopted. 

This means that the minerals and for- 
estry building will be one of the most 
complete and interesting at the expusition. 
The government can g0 to work at once 
toward preparing it and. the outlook is 
that the buikding will have to be enlarged 
to accommodate it. 

Chief of Construction Grant Wilkins is 
now conferring with Architect Gilbert with 
this view. It is extremely probable that 
the plan for the building will be changed 
so as to make it large enough to accom- 
modate one of the largest and most com- 
plete exhibits of the kind that has ever 
been made. The executive board are great- 
ly pleased with the direction given to the 
matter yesterday and feel that the suc- 
eess of that feature of the exposition is 
now assured. 

Dr. Day will carry the matter before the 
government board in a very short while. 

A Horticultural Building. ie 

There will be a _ horticultural building 
at the exposition. This was decided upon 
yesterday. The matter has been discussed 
for some time and yesterday Mr. Alex 
Smith offered a resolution to the effect 
that the management of the exposition 
erect such a building as would accommo- 
date the horticultural displays. 

The details of the matter will be for 
after consideration. It will be decided in 
a tew days what size the building is to be 
and then the architects will be called upon 
to furnish plans. It will be one of the 


most attractive buildings on the grounds— 


this much has been agreed upon. 
An Exposition Day. 

An invitation was read before the execu- 
tive board from the conductors inviting the 
directors of the exposition to attend the 
conductors’ fair. It was stated that one 
of the remaining days of the fair would be 
made exposition day, and the conductors 
were desirous of having the promoters of 
the exposition present at the fair. 

The invitation- was accepted with pleas- 
and Tuesday next was fixed as the 
day for the exposition directros to visit 
the fair. This will be one of the most 
successful days of the fair, no doubt. 

He Goes to New York. 

Mr. Edmund A. Felder, assistant to the 
president, leaves in three or four days for 
New: York, where he will spend some weeks 
in the interest of the exposition. Mr. Feider 
goes to close contracts with several import- 
ant concessionaires who are to bring 
some big attractions to the exposition, and 
to secure some very valuable’ exhibits. 

Mr. Felder is well fitted for this mission, 
possessing both the experience and capa- 
bility necessary for its successful execution. 
He will remain in New York until a few 
favs before Christmas, and in that time he 
will accomplish a great deal for the expo-

PRESIDENT HOWELL GIVES HIS VIEWS 


Thinks the State Had No Right to Refuso 
to Allow the Company to Carry 
Arms~—W hat Others Say. 


There is a good deal of quiet dissatisfac- 
tion among the members and friends of the 
Gate City Guard over the action of the 
house committee on military affairs in re- 
porting adversely the bill of Representative 
Broyles to make the dependent organization 
of the company with the right to bear arms. 

None of the members seem to have 
apprehended that the bill would meet 
with the faintest opposition in either branch 
of the general assembly, and when it was 
sat down upon so emphatically in committee 
Tuesday general surprise was felt. 

It is unnecessary to state that the mem- 
bers of the Gate City Guard to a man 
fell disappointed, and some of them are 
outspoken in their feelings on the subject. 
The action of the committee was generally 
discussed yesterday. 

Referring to the matter yesterday, Pres- 
ident Albert Howell, of the Gate City 
Guard, said: 

‘it is an unwarranted interference with
